THE WEST VffiGINIA STORY 

This week, I have received a documented, up-to-date report on the Kerr- 
Mills program in West Virginia including exhibits and testimony given to the 
State Legislature in January. Since this state's program is being used as an 
argument for medical care for the aged under social security by President 
Kennedy and Mr. Ribicoff, I would like to present these facts to you and 
the public. 

"The Kerr-Mills program of health care for the aged in West Virginia— 
despite 'premature obituaries'—is very much alive." On February 10, 1962, the 
State Legislature gave this program a new vote of confidence and appro¬ 
priated sufficient funds to provide medical and hospital services to those 
eligible. This, in effect, has told Mr. Kennedy he had better look elsewhere 
for his argument for health care under social security rather than falsely 
using this state's reaction as he did in the Presidential campaign. 

W. Bernard Smith, the Commissioner of Welfare, testified to the follow¬ 
ing facts before the Legislature: 

1. That he knew employees of his Department of Welfare were out soliciting 
people to utilize the Kerr-Mills program and in effect saying. "We've got 
plenty of money. You all come in and register. We want to pay your medical 
bills. 

2. That the present audits clearly show that the Kerr-Mills program is in no 
distress whatsoever in West Virginia. 

3. That HE "has ALWAYS felt that this type of service should be rendered 
under Social Security." 

4. That he also answered when asked if participation of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment harmed his department in its operation, "I do not feel that policies set 
away from the state can be as effective as those set in a state. However, if 
THEY are contributing money, THEY are entitled to set the policies." 

5. That the Kerr-Mills program has NOT been "a greatly abused program on the 
part of pharmacists or physicians." (This has been a contention of the present 
administration.) 

An editorial in a Wheeling, W. Va., paper on February 5, 1962, states: 
"It is difficult to escape the conclusion that maladministration of the Medicare 
program was designed deliberately to discredit it. . . . It is no accident that 
the difficulties of Medicare in West Virginia have brought smug smiles to the 
faces of Welfare Secretary Ribicoff and his associates. If there was in truth a 
fiscal crisis in this program, why didn't Mr. Smith act before the political 
train had become hot? The record shows that the medical profession and 
others interested in the success of this program tried to obtain Mr. Smith's 
cooperation last July. They got nowhere." 

In conclusion, J would like to reiterate the statements of Dr. Greeneltch, 
president of the West Virginia Medical Association. "The often repeated 
statement by Mr. Smith that there is a 'definite need for handling this problem 
under the Social Security system' has led many thinking people to wonder if 
Mr. Smith is not the victim of coercion and pressure tactics by those who 
would sabotage all M.A.A. programs. The adverse publicity this program 
received by the questionable 'emergency' in West Virginia, just prior to the 
convening of Congress, seems now to be more than a mere coincidence." If 
the public will remember the now-famous interview on the front porch of an 
aged couple in West Virginia during the Presidential campaign, in which 
Kennedy deliberately presented a false picture, perhaps they will wake-up-to- 
the-fact that the same technique is being used to lull them into seeking medi¬ 
cal care under Social Security—one more step towards Mr. Kennedy's well- 
organized, long-range plan to place every citizen's freedoms under his power 
in the Federal Government.

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EDITORIAL 

ON MAKING FRIENDS AND INFLUENCING PEOPLE 

The current role of the Medical Profession as a leading opponent of 
Social Security Elder Care irks many people. The assumption of the role 
cf Guardian, "watch-dog," or prophet is an act accompanied by the loneliness 
and coldness that responsibility always bestowes. Yet we must take a 
vigorous stand, for this is a wind that blows from the Left, a Liberalism of 
Socialism that will signal the rocking of the boat of this country bidding fair 
to sink US all—(US meaning "us" and the United States). We are protesting 
with candor—constructive protestation accompanied by recommendations of 
correction and individual competence. 

There is a Law (Kerr-Mills), there are provisions, there exist agencies 
and there are functioning medical care facilities for the care of the Elderly 
who require medical care. In the event that additional provisions for medical 
care are required, we do not, nor have we ever, denied that care be given— 
only that such care be given the dignity of the processes of personal liberties 
and with the continuance (and not the stagnation) of the quality advance¬ 
ment of Medicine afforded by a free society. This would be denied by the 
Socialistic approach of government dole—provided by the Social Security 
vehicle. Great Britain serves so well as a current model of this deterioration. 
"Experience teaches us to be most on guard to protect liberty when the 
government's purpose is beneficient . . . (Justice Louis Brandeis). 

Surely the Farmers see that they are next on the list. The administration's 
plan for them in their new Farm package is fantastic in the extent of the role 
the government will play in dictating when, how, where, and for how much 
and for how long the Farmer may sow, grow, reap and market crops and 
xroduce. Industry has been aware of the problem for some time. The laborer, 
to whom personal liberty is of utmost importance, must be led to an under¬ 
standing. 

A group of Doctors, the "Freedom Team," is giving of their time and 
effort to help citizen groups become aware of the evil. Please, all of us, make 
our office a "Freedom Station" rallying point. Interest your patients in this 
challenge, request their active support and allegiance and tell them how 
they can help us help themselves ... by writing to our Congressional 
representative NOW (the last issue of BULLETIN lists them for you). BE ON 
THE LIBERTY SIDE! 
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BIG SATURDAY HELPS IMMUNIZATION 

A tremendous turn-out on the second day of the February mass polio 
immunization brought up the total of the second campaign almost to the 
figure of the first campaign. 

A total of 93,805 immunizations on Saturday, Feb. 17, added to the 
30,000 immunizations of Thursday, Feb. 15 made a grand total of 128,636, as 
compared to the 134,671 figure of the earlier campaign. 

The big Saturday was attributed to help from the radio, television stations 
and the newspaper, who combined to alert the public that a lot of people 
were not going to be completely immune to all three types of polio unless 
they acquired Type II. 

Type I Sabin oral vaccine was given on Nov. 30 and Dec. 1 of last year. 
Type III vaccine is not yet licensed. If it is licensed in time, the third mass 
immunization for Mahoning County will be given in the Spring. 

TWENTY-FIVE SPEAKERS AVAILABLE 

Twenty-five Mahoning County physicians are now members of the 
"Freedom Team," speaking at all gatherings on the King-Anderson Bill. Almost 
daily, organizations phone the medical society office requesting a speaker 
on the subject. Many of these are church groups. Others are women's clubs, 
granges, service clubs and schools. In some instances, the organizations 
have invited proponents of the King-Anderson bill to speak either at the 
same meeting or an adjacent meeting.

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ASYMPTOMATIC UTERINE CANCER 

During the year 1961, the Cytology Laboratory of the Youngstown 
Hospital Association has reported that the cytologic smears of 36 patients 
contained malignant cells of uterine origin. This number by itself has no 
significance, since it includes neither the total number of uterine cancers 
treated in this hospital nor the other types of gynecologic cancers diagnosed 
by cytology. However, one aspect of this small series is of considerable 
importance—in 8 of the 36 cases, the cytology report came to the attending 
physicians as a complete surprise. In these 8 patients, neither clinical com¬ 
plaints referable to gynecologic system nor physical findings suggestive of 
malignancy were present. These patients indeed were not suspected to have 
cancer and cytologic smears were obtained merely as a part of the routine 
physical examination. The discovery of malignant neoplastic cells in their 
smears was the first clue to the presence of uterine cancer. Subsequent 
histologic examination of these 8 cases revealed that three patients had 
pre-invasive carcinoma of the cervix, three patients had early invasive 
carcinoma of the cervix, one patient had infiltrating carcinoma of the cervix 
and one patient had carcinoma of the endometrium. 

Although 8 is not a large number, its proportion to the present series of 
annual uterine cancer smears is very significant. This means one in every 
five uterine cancer smears comes from a patient who has no clinical indication 
of cancer. Since these patients are asymptomatic, there is no sign to dis¬ 
tinguish them from any other patients. Without clinical signs to aid the 
patient selection for cytologic examination, any patient could be a potential 
case of asymptomatic cancer. Therefore, in our present day effort of cancer 
control against uterine malignancy, an ideal program would be to screen 
every woman periodically, using cytologic examinations. Since this is not 
generally feasible, female patients who present themselves for medical care 
certainly should be given the benefit of having the cytologic test included 
in their physical examination. The following simple statistics reveal the past 
effort of the Staff of Youngstown Hospital toward this goal. From March 
1957 at the establishment of the Cytology Laboratory, to December 1961, 


which spans a period of 4 years and two months:

Therefore, during the past four years, this Cytology laboratory has ex¬ 
amined the gynecologic smears of approximately 19% of this county's female 
population age 21 or over. The unexamined female population is the concern 
of all who are working toward the control of uterine cancer. More important 
than that, the unexamined female patients remain as the direct responsibility 
of all medical members of this society.

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TWENTY YEARS AGO—MARCH, 1942 

War news absorbed the attention 
of everyone and the news was bad. 
Singapore had fallen, our Pacific fleet 
was smashed; the remnants of our forces 
in the Philippines were holed up in 
Corregidor and we had no ships to evac¬ 
uate them. McArthur was gotten off by 
submarine but Nate Belinky and Fred 
Bartz were captured. 

War fever was mounting. The Red 
Cross sent a national examiner here 
to get first aid classes organized and doctors to teach them. O. J. Walker, 
in charge of civilian defense had an elaborate organizational setup. The 
County was divided into 12 districts and the city into 19 (10,000 people in each 
district). Each district had a casualty station consisting of 4 doctors, 4 nurses, 
4 aids, 2 chaplains, 4 ambulance drivers with assistants and aides; about 
70 people at each station. That meant that every time there was an air raid 
drill 124 doctors went to their casualty stations and sat in the dark with 124 
nurses (in the presence of 62 chaplains) for an hour or two while 1,500 air 
rad wardens and sundry assistants patrolled the streets blowing whistles and 
ordering people to go home and turn off their lights. 

It made the participants feel important and busy. They were ambitious 
to help win the war (at home) but they soon learned that "ambition must 
be made of sterner stuff." 

What the government wanted was more and more doctors for the armed 
services. In addition to those mentioned last month, Stephen Ondash, Geo. 
Armbrecht, A. D. Amore, Fred Tingwald and Edward Hardman joined up 
and were off to camp. 

St. Elizabeth's Hospital installed a blood plasma bank with Dr. E. H. 
Young in charge. 

J. K. Herald and Catherine Moore were married Feb. 14th. Wm. Mermis 
opened his office for practice on Mahoning Avenue with his brother Walter. 
Myion Owen of Ravenna married Harry Patrick's daughter Grace. 

TEN YEARS AGO—MARCH, 1952 

President Gustafson expressed gratification with the spirit of friendliness 
and cooperation evident at our meetings and in the committees' activities. 

Editor Mac Neal wrote convincingly on the relationship between good 
public relations and friendliness among the doctors themselves. When the 
doctors are torn by strife it filters through to the public. When the doctors 
respect each other, the public will respect them more. 

In the same issue the Lay Education Committee under E. R. Zoss outlined 
a formidable program for the improvement of our public relations by a series 
ol radio talks. Television was not an important medium for reaching the 
public as late as ten years ago. 

The Holger Nielson push-pull method of artificial respiration was adopted 
by the Defense Department supplanting the Schafer prone-pressure method. 

The T.B. Sanatorium admitted 164 patients during 1951. Of these, 88 were 
far advanced and 37 moderately advanced. The institution was 93.2% filled. 
There were 166 patients discharged, 25 by death. Autopsy rate was 48%.

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PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 

FEBRUARY 27, 1962 

The regular meeting of the council of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society was held on Tuesday, Feb. 27, 1962, at the Youngstown Club, 
Youngstown, Ohio. 

The following physicians were present: C. W. Stertzbach, president pre¬ 
siding, B. C. Berg, R. R. Fisher, Frank Gelbman, R. B. McConnell, H. P. 
McGregor, A. K. Phillips, C. E. Pichette, Asher Randell, H. J. Reese, F. A 
Resch, M. S. Rosenblum, H. J. Scheetz, Jack Schreiber and C. K. Walter 
Also present were: Dr. I. Berke, C. S. Lowendorf and W. E. Sovik. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. The minutes of the previous 
meeting and of the Feb. 1 special meeting were read. The motion to refer 
a motion to the policy committee was rewritten to read that the resoluion 
should be drawn up according to standards passed on by council. The 
corrected minutes were approved. 

The following application was presented by the censor and read by the 
secretary 

ASSOCIATE MEMBERSHIP 

George H. Dietz, 2125 Glenwood Ave., Youngstown 

The above applicant will become an associate member of the society 
within fifteen days after publication in the Bulletin, unless objection is filed 
in writing with the secretary during that time. 

Bills were read. The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that 
the bills be paid. A list of bills is attached to the minutes. 

Dr. McGregor gave a report for the polio committee on the second of 
the Sabin oral vaccine mass immunizations. He stated that the first day was 
disappointing, but that the second day brought up the total to an estimated 
128,636. The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that a letter of 
thanks go to each of the various organizations that helped in the immuniza¬ 
tion 

A letter was read from the Department of Health Education and Welfare 
regarding the Guthrie technique in treatment and detection of mental retarda¬ 
tion in children. The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that the 
society have no objections and that the society recommend it be taken up 
with the hospital staffs. 

A letter was read from Dr. Berke regarding relationship with osteopaths 
on the county level. The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that 
the matter be referred to the policy committee to determine whether local 
rulings be changed in light of the newly stated OSMA policy. 

Dr. Lowendorf discussed the matter of podiatrists doing medical work. 
He suggested that the society express an opinion (1) that assisting in the 
education of chiropodists is not proper, (2) that for the public good, no 
practice of surgery be done without a licensed physician or dentist being 
present (3) that the hospital medical staff be limited to competent MDs and 
DDSs and their recognized ancillary assistants. 

The motion was made, second and duly pased that a policy concerning 
this matter be presented at the next council meeting. 

Dr. Sovik introduced discusion on optometrists treating medical conditions. 
He asked that an AMA reprint with a letter be sent to every member of 
the medical society. The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that 
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council approve a letter and accompanying pamphlet being mailed to each 
member of the society. 

Dr. Walter introduced a resolution urging the Ohio State Medical Associa¬ 
tion and the American Medical Association aid in the adoption of a uniform 
history and physical examination form by colleges and universities. The 
motion was made, seconded and duly passed that the resolution be adopted. 

Discussion ensued regarding ordering copies of the California Relative 
Value Study pamphlets for members of the medical society. Note was taken 
of a comprehensive printing of the California RVS in New Medical Materia 
magazine. Dr. Gelbman was asked to take the responsibility of checking to 
find if reprints were available. If the reprints are not available, it was 
suggested that 100 copies of the RVS be purchased. 

Dr. Resch reported on the meeting with Dr. Annis, and announced that 
the March 20 meeting would be the medical-legal banquet with Dr. Leonard 
Lovshin as speaker. 

The motion was made, seconded and duly passed that a letter of thanks 
be sent to Dr. Annis. 

Dr. Resch announced that a meeting with the pharmacists was being 
planned for June. 

Dr. McGregor announced that all but 31 members had paid their dues 
for 1961. 

The president requested that a report from the policy and resolutions 
committee be made available. He also requested that the health insurance 
committee report what progress has been made and the action planned in 
educating the public in regards to health insurances available. 

Meeting was adjourned.
